chiirged.  If  ho  is  hca«l,"''we  are  members  of 
the  b<idy?

If  his  oiiice  be  a  loving  ciire,  our  care 
is  to  sympathise  with  him.  His  office  is  in^ 
deed,  a  burthen,  and  our  high  privilege  and 
bounden  duty  it  is  to  bear  the  burthen, with 
him  ! 

Let  our  Bishop  confidingly  6ast  himself  on 
the  sympathies  of  his  diocese,  and  let  not  One 
of  his  diocese  ever  meet  him  otherwise  than  in 
.  like  spirit.  I  ask  you  always  have  this  ques- 
tion before  you  :  Is  he,  where  he  is,  for  nim- 
selfj  or  f<or  us  ?  For  us,  doubtless,  if  we  un- 
derstand aright  the  mind  of  God,  and  the 
teaching  of  our  Church. 

The  Church:  of  this  Diocese,  like  tbeX'hurch

In  our  regard  for  the  office  we  are  apt  to 
forget  that  Bishops  are  men  and  not  (^od 
Ik'sh  and  not  spirit  j  that  the  treasure  is  in 
earthen  vessels,  and  that  these  Tessels  of 
earth  are  of  very  ditferent  form  and  quality- 
some  more  and  some  less,  mixed  with  the 
more  precious  metals,  ami  yet,  if  they  Imj  ves- 
sels htte.!  for  and  used  in  the  master-service 
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wo  gratefully  luinopt  and  iiontnur  thoin,  Ji» 
iiicaiia  to  eouvcy  hleFsiiigs  to  thu  Churuli  .froui 
the  i'ountain  of  all  good. 

liihroin  him  who  Butrers  hiihaelf  to  be  plactd 
arf  C4<ief  I'iwtor  oyer  ub,  we  have  aright  to  ex- 
^ct  ultu^i ;  but  nut  too  muclu  It  is  a  place 
Whonour  which,  it  ia,n.(;».t.wxo«g  to  covet,  and 
y«t  he  who  should  ^ilace  himself  there,  by 
that  very  act,  would  prove  himaelf  unworthy 
of  the  place. 

And  yet;  once  there;  the  ,I)ioceio  may  not 
make  his  a  place  of  thorns  and  snares,  nor  yet 
may  the  Bishop  complain  if  he  find  it  not  a  bod 
of  roses. 

For  doing  God's  work  the  Bishop  and  his 
Diocese  must  be  labourers  together  with  God. 
In  seedtime  alid  harvest,  in  summer  and  win- 
ter, the  spirit  of  Boaz  and  his  Ke^pora — "the 
Lord  be  with  you" — "the  Lord  bless  theo"— 
(Ruth  ii.  4.)  mnst  be  the  mutual  prayer  each 
for  each  other,  resjwnsivo  expressions  of  the 
deepest  interest  in  each  other's  well-being  and 
success. 

Responsibility  is  not  alone  with  the  Bishop 
>-the  Diocese  hsis  its  duties  and  responsibili- 
ties. He  is  executive,  but  they  are  self-legis- 
lative. Together  they  make  "laws,  which  it  i» 
his  to  execute.  The  Church  of  the  living 
Grid  is  personified,  not  alone,  in  the  Bishop. 

Though  he  is  head,  his  Diocese  is  body, 
heart,  hands,  and  feet.  The  head  would 
greatly  err  nhould  it  say  to  the  body,  "I  have 
no  need  of  thee,"  and  the  body  would  equally 
forget  itself,  did  it  say  to  the  Head,  "I  hftTe 
no  need  of  thee  !"  So  closel  joined 
together,  as  they  are,  no  one  member 
can  suffer  without  all  suffering  with 
it.  The  Bishop  could  not  long  be  ill  at 
ease,  but  that  sooiier  or  later  he  would  infect 
his  Diocese,  and  the  waning  health  of  the 
Diocese  would,  in  th6eud,  sicken  the  Bishop. 
.  Seldom,  if  ever,  in  the  history  of  the  Church 
of  God,  was  more  demanded  of  our  Rulers, 
than  in  our  day  ^id  generation.  Ours  is  a 
day  of  activities — all  is  in  motion.  Events 
crowd  on  us,  startling  events,  but  which  frdm 
their  frequency,  cease  to  startle.  If  our 
Branch  of  the  Church  is  to  answer  the  high

Him,  wh(wo  meat  it  was  to  do  the  will  of  the 
Father  that  sent  him  and  finish  his  work,  for 
the  congregntions  committed  to  their  charge, 
that  the  Lord  would  daily  ad«l  saved  ones  to 
His  Church. 

For  this  let  us  pray  as  individuals,  tind  as 
parishes,  whenever  wn  uicct  to^fether  ia  the 
Church,  in  the  family  and  intho  closet.  Let 
us  have  for  this  one  day  in  every  week,  so 
that  every  member  of  the  Diocese,  though 
separate  in  body,  in  heart  and(  in  spirit  may 
meet, together,  and  so  claim  the  firomisei— 
"Whatsoever  two,  ite.,"  xviiiJ  Mat.,  19,  20. 
O  for  a  more  abiding,  more  cobivincing  sense 
of  obligation  to  our.  Lord  and  Maeter  and  only 
:  Saviour— coming  f/om  a  de^r  and  more 
thorough  knowledge  of  Him,  to  whom  we  owe 
all  we  have,  and  are  and  ever  shall  be.  He 
loved  us,  and  Kave  Himself  for  us,  that  wo 
might  give  ourselves  to  Hun.  For  us  He 
lived  yid  died,  and  revived  tuat  all  should 
live  to  hiiJi. 

We  need  to  prove  ourse>ve3  his-r-more 
prayer,  more  faitli,  more  patience,  more  self- 
dunyin,  self-forgetting,  seif-devotifm,  watvh- 
iug,  waiting— looking  for  the  coming  of  the 
day  of  the  Son  of  G<xl,  and  tjien  though  ours 
be  not  the  chariot  of  fire,  to  convey  us  home, 
yet,  "Absent  trom  the  body,  wtf  ah"all  be  pre- * 
sent  with  the  Lord. "  •. 
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
